firſt Preached. I hope 1 [hall neuer make it the 


laſt end of my labours to pleaſe man ; yet I find 
in this, that I hane pleaſed ſome ,and difþlea- 
ſed other : but why ſhould T looke to pleaſe all, 
Whereas God himſelfe hath ſo ſeldome done it 
Therefore they which thinke me too bitter muſt 
yet remember that T bite nothing but ſinne, and 
What reaſon is there to' fauonr ſine , through 
occaſion whereof the world was drowned to pus 
riſhit, the Law was ordained to preuent it, the 
Sonne of the higheſt died to ſalisfie for it , and 
the world againe muſt be deſtroted to finiſh it © 
Yea what reaſon is there to fauonr any ſinne_, 
whereas there ts no one which fauonreth vs but 
all imperilling Þs in the hope of ſaluation , as 
Eue 6y her eating pndermined Adam, They 
againe which thinke that finne ſhould not be de- 
rided or correfed in this inde, muſt alſo conft* 
der that enery ſine is to bee taxed in his proper 
kinde ; as in the Scripture, ſmnes ſayouring of 

error 
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error are refelled with arguments , and [uchas 
be foule and haynous , are beaten downe "with 
indomets, but thoſe which were ridiculons were 
indeed derided,as Elias the Prophet ſported at 
the Priefs of Baal, and ToÞ at his fooliſh come 
forters. Yea and bow plates Eſay with the wan- 
ton geſtures of women , (retching out their 
necks, minſing and tinckling with their ' 
teer,rc.Chap. 3.16, But Moles more with 
the nicenes of women, To0 dainticto venture 
(not their knees in denotion ) but the ſoles of 
their feet ypon the ground , Dent.28.56. 
no doubt a ſore aduenture. But nothing ſo tan« 
ting as thatinSalomon, where the Whore is 
mockt for a votarie,&7 ſhe that offered ber ſelfe 
to other mens luſt, yet is ſet out for a Saint with 
offerings of peace to God, Proue 7.14. I hope 
therefore all good people will priniledge me by 
theſe holy preſidents ; yea I am ſure of this that 
none will finde fault with me , but ſuch as firſt 
finde a fault in themſelues, and to ſuch I pro- 
fefſe my ſelfe ndeede a Preacher, andtobane.. 
preached all this for them , as Chriſt in the Go- 
Jpell profeſſed of himſelfe,that he cameto cal 


finners. 
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fie inners. my thies in my yy moſt true and fa nce- 
reſt loue; I commend you in the midſt of 
your M ariage ioyes to that toy and 
peace which icin God.

all thedignitic, beautie, duetic of a vertu- 
ous wife and holy woman. The Deuill 
at the firit beganne his temptatioa by prai- 
ſing of the woman, by tcliing her, thatif 
{hee knew her ſelfe, ſhee wanted but one 
thing to make herlixe God; And fromthe 
Deuil(lthinke)itcomes,that ſo many men 
ſince in euery age, haueſo wantonly be- 
flowed their time,their wits,their pennes, 
and ſometime their penfils too , eyther 
yainely to magnihe, or vilely to embaſe 
thedignitic of women:the cauſes of which 
follic [take to be thele,eytherfor thatgene- 
rally they did not know them, and then 
they wrote fooliſhly, or forthat ſometime 
they doted on them, and then they pray 
ſed immoderacly, or elfe for that ſometime 
they hated them , and then they railed tu. 
riouſly. But rhere are, to ratifie the pre- 
ſent diſcourſe and praiſe of women , three 
thiags : firſt God, by whoſe Spirit it was 
conceiued : ſecondly Bath/heba a woman, 
by whoſe mouth it was taught ; thirdly, 
Salomon a raan , yea the wilelt of men, by 
whoſe penneit was endited, thatis to ſay, 
God inſpired it into the mother, the mo- 

ther 
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ther taught it to Salomon her ſonne, and 
then Salomon her ſonne publithtit to the 
world: thereforeit we ſpeake of crheknow- 
Jedge of ago0d woman, who knoweth 
her better than ſhee her ſelfe ? who knovv. 
eth her better than man that liveth with 
her? yea who knoweth herſo well as God 
that made her? Againe, if inthis deſcrip- 
tion any thing might ſeeme too muchin 
praiſe,it was nota women bnt a man that 
wrote it; if any thing might ſeeme too 
oricuous or burdenſome in precept, it was 
nota man, but awoman, that impoſed it, 
or if any thing might ſeeme eyther zoo 
much or too little , or otherwiſe thanit 
ſhould be,it was neither man nor woman 
but God thar firſt direRted it ; andthus in 
one deſcription ofa vertuous wife and ho- 
ly woman ( which is not inany other Au- 
thor,nor yet elſewhere inany part of Scripe 
ture) we hauea man, a woman, yea God 
himſclfe, and all out of-one mouth ſpea- 
king and conſpiring ; Shee that hath eares 
to heare, let her heare. |

Shee is like a ſhippe (laith Salomon) and it 
may well bee, for the worldis like the ſea: 
forſo ſaith S, Iphn, Before the throne there 
was a ſea of 2lafſe, Renel.4 and that was 
te world, tranfirorieand brittle as glaſſe, 
tumultuous and trobleſome like the fea ; 


whcreinas the wind raileth'vp the vyaues; 


and one waue wallowes.in the necke of 
another , ſo this troubleſome lite of ours 
beginnes in weeping, goes on in ſorrow; 
and the ende of one woe is but theen-

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crance of's :notier. O tit: time might a 
|. man aske to let downe all the mileries of 
this life,the feare, the care, the anguith that 
daily accompanieth the body and ſoule 
of man; thelabcurs and ſorrowes certaine, 
the ealiaileies yncertaine, the contentions 
and vnquietneſle ofthe that liue among 
vs, theſharpeaſlaultes and oppolitions of 
| them thathate vs, butchicfly thevnfaith- 
. fulneſſe and treacheric of them that ſeeme 
| tolone vs. Againſt theſe ſtormes to ſaue 
| men from drowning did God ordaine the 
woman, as a{hippe ypon the ſea, thatas 
Noah m:de an Arke, and by that Arke eſca- 
ped the floud , fo man by marying with 
the woman might palle torow "All the |

God had reſpect When hee ſaid, It is not 
e00d for man to bee alone ,leiv; make bima helpe ;

Therefore hee which hath no wife 
may ſceme to bee like Tonas in theSea, lefr | 
in the midſt of a miſerable world,to finke. | 
or [wimme, or ſhitt forhimſelte; but then

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Salomon ſpeaketh here of a good wile, as 
verſ. to. ho ſhall find a Vertuous Woma m? 
For otherwiſe, if ſhe which was made to 18 
comfort in cuerie ſtorme, be ſftormic and '* 
troubleſome herſelfe, then is ſhee not ke 
a ſhip, burlikerhe ea, and rhen to bee ſo 
ſhipr, it were better wich [ozas to bee caſt 
111to the ſea, 

Burit ſhebegood, ſhe is likea {hip in- 
deed, and tonothing ſolike as to alhippe; 
for ſhee ſits at the ſterne, and by diſcretion 
as by Carde and Compallz , thapes her 

courſe ; her countenance and conuerlati« 
on are ballaſed with ſobernefle and gra- 
uitie; her fſailesare tuil of wind, as if ſome 
wiſcdome from aboue had infpired or 
blowne vpon her ; ſhee ſtandeth in the 
ſhrowdes , and caſteth out herleade, and 
when {he hath ſounded, ſhee telleth (as Mt- 
chol did to Danuid) of depth and danger. | 
If by defaultthee be grounded, ſheecafterh | 
out her anchors(as Rahab did)and by win- ,,,. | 
ding of her ſclte, ſhee gers a floate againe, i 
If ſhe ſpie within her kenning,any trouble 
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to bee nigh , either ſheemakes forward, it 


{hee findeher {elfe able, orelſe with Pilats ar,27.19

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and countermaunds each man to his 
charge, ſome to their tackling , ſome to 
themaſt, ſome to the maine top, as if ſhee 
and none but ſhee were captaine, owner, 
Maſter oi the thip , and yer ſheeis not mas 
ſter, but the Maſters mate; a royall ſhippe 
{hee is;for the King himſclte takes pleaſure 
ie her beautie, P/al. 41. and it ſhee beea 
Merchants too, then is {hee the Merchant 
royall. 
Againe,as ſhee is ]ike a ſhippe,conlide- 
red.in herſelte, andin herproper vertues, 
ſois ſheelikewile, being compared with 
her owner too. Sheeis like a ſhipindeede, 
tor firſt whoſocuer marries , ventures, hee 
ventures his eſtate , hee yeatures his peace, 
he ventures his libertie, yea many men by 
marriage aducnture their {oules too , for 
which cauſe the Iſ[racli:es were forbidden 
to match their daughters with che Cana. 
nites, leaft they ſhould turnethem from 
God,to ſerue othergods , Dent.7. which 
Salomon notwithſtanding did, and there- 
fore. made ( as ſome men thought}) a 
ſhrewd aduenture of his ſoule, And pra 
OIC 
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fore (euen to preuent too much aduenture 
likewite) is marriage compared toa [hippe, 

which of all artificiall creatures is the molt 
dcliberatiue:forſhee failes not but by ſoun- 
ding,leaft by her vnl.cedines thee runneher 
ſeliea ground.ln like manner, neither man 
nor wema wil ar any time it they be wile) 
reſolue either of martiage, or of any thing 
In marriage, but ypon rhe weightieſt deli- 
beration. Hee is {ct out for the image cf 
a foole that ſaid, Uillam emi, &c. 1 "bane 


bourht a farme, and 1 muſt needes goe out to ſee Lnk,t4Q1 


it, tor he ſhouldhaueſceo it brſtand bought 
it after, as it is ſaid of the yertuous. woman 
here, She conſidereth a field and vettes it, ver}. 
16.that is, ſhethinkes of ic Grſt | and makes 
her purchaſc after; and when either man 
or woman. forget this in marriage, they 
purchale ioy enough for the day « ot their 
matrriage,and repentance enough forall the 
timeaſter. Itis laid of Tepthaes Davghter; 

Indg.11. that ſhe wet out tobewaile the daies of 
ber viremitie;bat incruth many mesdaygh- 
ters may goe out and beyyaile the dayes of 


their marriage , yea and mianie men too 
©  looke 
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looke back tothe finglelife, as the Egypti- 
2nsin the Red Sealooked back to the land, 
and ſo they are puniſhe with late repen - 
tance, liketbole fooliſh Mariners, A#. 27. 
who becauſethey tooke notcounſellin the 
Hauen, wereforced to aduiſe vypon a wrack: 
and what is the cauſe of this 2 lack of fore- 
caſt, becaulc they ſound not firſt whether ic 
be fit to marrie,or yet to marrie,or Whether 
he befit,or ſhebe fit, fit in degree,in diſpo- 
ſition, inreligion; and theretore as Salomon 
ſaith of vowing, ſo ſay weof marrying, Be 
not raſh with thy mouth,but ſound full & ſaile 
afcer,that is,deliberate firſt and martie after, 

Againe, {hee is like a ſhipforher vniuer- 
ſall vie. A houſe is indecde to dwell in,but 
not totrauell.in , but a ſhip is both to tra- 
uvaile in, and asit were to dwell in too, to 
cate, anddrinke,and fſJeepe,and labour,and 
meditate,and pray too : as if to.beina ſhip 
were to: bee-in another earth , the Water- 
world : In likemannera man hath a friend 


for pleaſure, a ſcruant for profic, and for 


vies to Godward a ſpirituallinſtrucor too, 
but a wife ſerues for al theſe, thatis for plea= 
ar ſure,

ſute, forprofir, and (it ſhee beegood) to 
bring her husband to good too. 

Againe, of all theſe ſame, Yrenſilia (1 
meane of moucable inſtruments) a {hip is 
the hugelt and thegreateſt, and yet comans- 
ded (as ye (ee) by the helme or ſterne,a ſmall 
peece of wood : ſo ought the wife (though 
a great commander inthe houſe) yetto bee 
turned and ruled by a word of her husband. 
Salomon faith not, ſheeis like a houſe ( as 
many women be, as good remoue ahoule, 
as to dillwade or weane them from their 
wills) burlike aſhip,not like YJaſhtithewite 
of 4ſſuerus, whome all the power of the 
Kingdome could not moue to cometo her 


husband , no not to the King himlelfe, 


Eſther 1. but{he muſt foilow her husband, 
as thelſraclites followed the clowdie pillar 


in the Wildernefle , which when it ſtood tw; 
they ſtaied, and whea it vent they follow- _ 


cd, and ſo mulſtſhee, 

Laſtly , leaſt any man doate too much 
vpon this heauenly ſhip of earthly joyes, 
vee muſt remember, that as aſhip is nor a 
place of continuall habitation, bu onely 
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thoug h comfortable & ioytul for the time, 
yet laſting onely foratime, ahelpeto hold 
him vp and comfort him, during this tran- 
fitori2, ſhort, and troubleſome pilgrimage; 
bur then there 1s another, a happier, a more 
laſling marriage with the Lambe , which 
neither departure,diuorce, nordeath can ſes 
parate, and forthis we muſt forſake Father, 
mother, wife,children,ooo0ds, lands, &c.for 
this the liaing muſt renounce his lite, the 
King mult leaue his Crowne, the Bride: 
groome mult leave his Bride, and the Bride 
mult leane her bedde, becauſefor this the 
Saints doecrie, ComeLord [eſus, come quickly. 

But as the faying 1s in theſchooles, S+- 
militudo non currit quatuor pedibus ; Manie 
thinges may bee like, yer nothing likein all 
r1nges : therefore though a woman in ma- 
ny things beelixea [hip, yer in ſome things 
ſie mutt beevnlike, and fomequai ties of a 
;hippe ſhee muſt not have, As torexample, 
one thip may belong to many Merci. ants, 


and ene Me:chant may bee owner in ma- 


may [hips , YET nettner m a ONe VOImn a 1- 
utde 
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uideher loue ro many men , \nor one man 
divide himſelfe ro many women ; - theres 
tore Lamech ſpake with great incongrut- 
tie, yeait was like falſe Latine, when hee 
faid Heare yee wines of Lamech: Gene(.4.23. 
tor wines admit no pluralitie when they 
bee conſtrued with one husband,, becauſe 
Cas the Prophet ſaith) chongh Godar'the 
firſt had abandance of ſpirit, yet be made but one, 
Mal.2.but onewoman of onerid, forthe 
helpe and comfortof- oneman. © 
Secondlv,ofall the goods which men pol* 


ſeſſe, onely a (hip cannot be honfed; a man' 


hath aſhoppe for his ware, a batne for his 


corn,achelt for his tnoney,&/a Houle whers 


in tohide bis head, brtno cate ro coner a 


\hip;but ſo muſt nota vertuous woman be, 


for it15anote of theynchaſt'woman®; thar 


her feet cannot abide tn her honſe but W [he ts

T hirdly, a ſhip of all things is moueable 
and cartied with the vwvinde, butſo muſt not 
a good woman be, for of theill woman iris 
ſaid, Pronerbs 15, Her paths are moueable,thou 
canſt not know them; She is inconſtant, light - 
headed, and yaine, novv [hee loues, anone 
ſhee hates, now ſhee obcies, anoneſhee re- 
bells; gentle and Kinde today, crooked and 
vnkinde to morrow; for ſheeſailes but by 
ouſts, thatall hergoodneſletakes herby fits, 
likethegood dayes of an Ague : and wheres 
as Ruthſhewed more goodnefle atherlatter 
end, than at her beginning, an ill wife 
{heweth more goodneſle in one day of her 
beginning,than in ſeuen yeares of herlatter 
end; therefore ſuch muſt remember what 
Salomon ſaith ofthe good woman here, ſhe 


 eirdeth ber loines with ſtrength, that is, ber 


minde ywith ſtaiedneſle and conſtancie, ver/;, 
I7. and Yerſ.12. more plainely , Shee will doe 


her husband good , anduot enill , all the dayes of 


ber lije , thatis, ſheeis as obedicnt and tra» 
able 
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Cable afrer twentie yeares triall, as at the 
day of her marriage. 

But of allqualities a woman muſt not 
haue one qualitie of a ſhip, and that is, to9 
much rigging.

T'he 
K ines daughter us all glorious-within, Plal.45, 
and as ſhips which are the taireſt in ſhew, 


yetarenot-alwayes the fitteſt for yſe, ſo nei- 


ther arewomen.the more to bee eſteemed, 


butthemoreto be ſuſpected for their faire 


trapping, Yet we condemne not in CTEAter 


perſonages the vie of ornaments, yea wee 


reach that filyer,ſfilks and gold were created 
not onely for the neceſsitic , but alſo forthe 
ornamct of the Saints: inthepractiſe where- 


of Rebecca a holy, woman is noted io baue 


receined from [/aac a holy man,euen earings 


abiliments, and bracelets of gold, Gen.24. 


Therefore this it is wee teach for rules of 
Chti- 
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Chriſtian ſobrietie, thatif a woman exceede 
neither decencie in faſhion, nor thelimits 
of her ſtate and degree, and that ſhee bee 
proudoft nothing, welſce no reaſon, but ſhe 
may weare any thing. 

It followeth : Shee is like a ſhip. But what 
ſhip? a ſhip of Merchants; no doubt a great 
commendation. For the Kingdome ot hea. 
uenis like a Merchant, Mat.13. and Mer- 
chants haue been Princes,E/ay 23.and Prin» 
ces are Gods, Þ/a/,Z$2., The Merchant is of al

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pleaſetheeye, no longer to bee liked than 
they bee lookedon, yea ſo vnprofitableand 
diſfoluce in the houſe, as no man would 
thinkethem to be wiues, but that at meales 
hefinds them fitting atthe vpperend of the 
table ; whereas of the good wife it is laid 
here , that ſhee will doe her hushand good , and 
not exill, verl.

Againe, the Merchantis a painefull ſhip, 
and ſhee mult be a painetull wife, not like

ſhe be too high to ftaine her hands with bo- 
dilylabour,yet ſhe bringeth in with her cie, 
for [hee oner-ſceth the waies of her houſe-bold 
(faith Salomon,) andeateth not the bread of idle- 
neſſe, verſ.2/7. Againe, thee bringeth in by 
her frugalitie, forſhce holdethic a point of 
conſcience, neither to fare more daintiiy, 
nor toattire her ſelfe more trimly, than may 
ſtand with her huſbands ſtate : for if ſhee 
walte morethanſhee bring in, and her vi- 
Etualling amount to. more than her whole 
voyage, that Merchant was ill aduiled that 
manned hertorth, aad it had been good for 
him to bee alone. Butasthe ſaying is, that 
many men matrie their Executors; fo is it 
true hkewiſe, that many men manietheir 
Executioners : and as the ſinneof Adam be-

whereas thoſe lſrachtiſh women, Exod.3 8. 
when theinſ{trumets of the Tabernacle were 
to be made,gaue in their deuotion their ve- 
ry Looking-glaſles toward it, yet now the 
forbidden Apple is pulled, the Church 1s 
robbed and ſpo'iled,a Patron wil ſcaicepaſle 
away a pooreParſonage, but with a reſer« 
uation of his ownetithes, andall to mainz- 
tayne French-hoods , Ruffes , Lawnes, 
and Looking-Glafles ; whereas of the

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Cookes and Bakers, I,Sam.8. andin che fit- 
reenth Verſe of this Chapter, it is ſaid direct- 
ly, that /hee giveth the portion to ber ho/e-hold, 
axd the ordinarie to ber Maids. Buc that which 
wereade foode, ſome trantJateic bread, ſhee 
bringeth her bread; and it may well bee, for 
bread is the ſtaffe of life, and when like Mer- 
chants we haue run round about the world 
to fetch in the riches of euery Countrie , yet 
all is but to clothethe back, and teede the 
belly : therefore , baning Foode and Rayment, 
(laich S. Paul) let Vs there-with bee content, 
1.T'im.6. 

Againe,as he is not the beſt Merchantto 
tre Common wealth , which bringeth in 
toyes and trifles, but hee which bringeth in 
ſuch things as belt mayſerue neceſsitie; ſo 
neither is ſhee alwaies the beft wife, which 
is moſt adorned with tricks and qualities, 
bur ſhee that endeauoureth moſt to that 
which is moſt neceſfarie. And I thinke (ares 
ly that bread is exprefly named here, as to 
trameber whole conuerſation, fo chiefly her
